GRAPH TREND OFF 

The meteorologist is unwilling to 
make any predictions as to how 
serious the situation may be but 
jthe trend of his graph is not pleas- 
ant 
| Old-timers, too, have made dark 
predictions in recent weeks. They 
point out that conditions are simi 
ar to those of 1910 when there was 
1 serious drought. Their statemen 
s backed up by the weather office 
figures. The year previous, as in 
1948, was marked by. wet spring 
followed by extremely dry condi- 
{tions throughout the remainder of 
jthe year, The entire year of 1910 
was dry. 

Mr, Robertson's figures show the 
amount of ‘accumulated rainfall’ 
Where the graph goes up, rainfall 
is above the 17.99 inch average 
| Where it drops, it is sub-normal. 


ACCURATE PICTURE 


Accumulated rainfall is a more 
accurate presentation of moisture 
}eond'tions than an ordinary graph 
of rainfall, he explains, because it 
shows the amount pf molsture stor- 
ed in the soil for crop use. It 
shows, for example, how a dry year 
following a series of wet years is 
not particularly serious, but how 
a series of dry years has a disas- 
trous cumulative effect 

Fears have been expressed in 
the United States that another dust 
bowl may be forming in the west 
ern section of the Great Plains

LONDON, May 12.—(AP)—Trade 
experts expressed fears today that 
Britain's spectacular recovery 
drive is sliding into a slump 

A sharp drop in, British exports 


during April caused gloomy pre 
dictions from industrialists and 
financial writers that “in the 


months to come the trend will be 
downward.” 

Exports, key to post-war recov 
ery, fell to £135,500,000 ($542,000 
000) or £44,500,000 less than im 
ports—the Widest monihly trade 
gap in a year, 

Economists unanimously blamed 
the slump on the high prices of 
British goods on the world mar 
ket, The main job ahead, they said, 
is to reduce prices without cutting 
the weges of workers. 

Leonard P. Lord, chairman of 
the Austin Motor Car Company 
which has been trying to make the 
British Austin a popular car in 
Canada and the United States, said 
export sales “have simply dried 
up.”
